IN EAST AFRICA 


Kampala, Uganda, British East Af- 
rica, April 6.—(4)-—The teeming pop- 
ulation of the Bahuti, a slave race in 
the Belgian Congo, is in a desperate 
plight from famine brought about by 


land. ‘Thousands already have perish- 
ed from hunger and disease which fol- 
lows in its wake. 

Under a long-standing feudal sys- 
tem the Bahitis are subjects of the 
Batusi, or ruling people. The domi- 
nett Batusis, who own herds of cows, 
care little for the welfare of their 
slaves. 
The Babutis now are virtually with- 
out food, either purchasable or grown. 
The situation had steadily grown 
worse since the drought of August, 
1927, and there has been little rain 
since. 

Emaciated and hungry, the serfs 
since November have been growing 
more and more desperate. Forced to 
choose between a long trek in search 
of food ‘or a slow death they began

SHIP NEAR PORT 


Norwegian Banana Craft 
Barely Escapes; Dr. Wil- 
son Defends Killings by 
Dry Agents. 


Baltimore, Md., April 6.—(4#)}—The 
Baltimore Sun in a copyrighted story 
tomorrow will say that two of six 
shots ffred on the Norwegian regis- 
tered banana boat, Juan, by a coast 
guard boat narrowly missed striking 
the ship as it steamed up Chesapeake 
bay Friday morning. ° 

Oaftain Karl Anderson, the master 
of the vessel, and Paul E. Kesterson, 
the pilot who brought the Juan out- 
side the capes into port in Baltimore, 
have protested to the Norwegian con- 
sul, the newspaper will add. 

Kesterson is quoted as saying that 
the last shot fired by the boat, mark- 
ed C, C. 188, passed over the stern 
of the ship and struck in the water 
about where the Juan would have 
been had thé pilot not swung sharply’ 
to starboard after hearing the pre- 
ceding shot. 

He saw the cutter when he boarded 
the Jnan outside the capes and at 
one time it was within talking dis 
tance, he said, but gave no sign or 
made no effort toward boarding the 
ship while following it for about an 
hour. The pilot said he had forgot- 
ten about the coast guard boat by the 
time he turned northward to go iup 
the bay and paid little attention to 
three shots which he heard, because 
there had been target practice off 
Cape Henry the day before... The 
fourth shot, he said, struck to the left 
of the Juan and he hove to whcn the 
fifth landed directly in line bebind 
the vessel, 

Kesterson said the commanding of- 
ficer of the coast guard boat did not 
appear but sent aboard iwo men and 
asked to see the ship’s papers, and 
asked where she was bound. They 
intimated they thought the banana 
cargo was a camouflage, but after 


peering down into the hold seemed 
Satixfied there was no liquor aboard, 
Kesterson said. 

After being permitted to proceed, 
the Juan continued to Baltimore and 
unloaded her banana cargo here to- 
day. She is chartered by the United 
Fruit company.

The financial sheets, which were 
mailed as “added information” on the 
audit by the Hayles company, stated 
that one sheet was a cash sheet from 
the official audit. This the auditor 


As second difference devel- 
oped when thé auditor cited a list of 
indebtedness of the club on the day 
Mrs. Goodman left office. The Good- 
man group has stated that all indebt- 
edness had been met and that there 
was $2,512.33 in the treasury. This

Ludicrous Battlé at Naco 


Naco, Sonora. Mexico, April. 6.—() | 
Dawn broke with a rattle of musketry 
and the long awaited battle of Naco 
was on. Four of us, American news 
cameramen, had ringside -positioas on 
the federal firing line. We - stood 
within 50 yards of the end of the fed- 
eral trenches between two parted box 
Cars, 

Bullets whizzed about in an uwn- 
relenting stream. There. was a vein 
of comedy in this tragedy of battle. 
Federal Mexican soldiers were yelling 
and whistling like wild men. Three 
Mexican women, one young, the others 
elderly, kept running from a house to 
the. trenches near us carrying food, 

Spasmodically a strident bugle call 
tose above the clamor. Some soldiers 
in trenches thumbed their noses at 
the approaching rebels. Others threw 
kisses | 

Air raids accompanying the infan- 
try advance attracted no attention in 
thé trenches. The dug in federals 
kept plugging away, firing over the 
plain in any «direction that caught the 
individual's fancy. 

Then came a rebel tank. The fed-! 
eral troops went into wild spasms of 
yelling. All rifles and carbines point-

ed toward it, sputtering atecl-Jacketed 
bullets. | 


The tank backed up, then 
came forward again, again the bugle 
call and another rattle of musketry at 
the tank. : 

& little yellow pup joined the fray. 
It stood up on the earthworks bark- 
ing like mad. Every time it noticed 
a bullet spattering the earth it dag 


out barking shrilling, and digging and { 


biting. at the spot where the bullet 
raised dust. It was busy , chasing 
them. : ' 

A band of wild horses grazed near 
the entrenchments. When firing start- 
ed they dashed about with tails high 
and finally ran madly off into the 


plains. 

With red flag flying the attacking 
rebels approached within 200 yards of 
the trenches. There were no dead in 
the trenches but several rebel cavalry- 
men fell off their horses. 

The entrenched federals laughed and 
yelled at us as we shot pictures. 

With my photos I walked back to 
Naco, Ariz., bullets whizsing by. At 
the border, behind a building were a 
group of Americans. Soldiers, border 
officials, residents. One buek private 
shouted: “You'd better get vutta here 
al you'll be shooting pictures of an- 
gels.”’.

WOUNDED FEDERALS 
TAKEN TO MONTEREY. 


Monterey, -Nuevo Leon, Mexico, 
April 6.—4)—This city, which a few 
weeks ago bore the first thrust of the 
revolution, today was transformed 
into a vast hospital for 450 wounded 
soldiers from battles of Jimenez and 
La Reforma, brought here by special 
train. Since the hospitals were .un- 
able to house all of the wounded, pri- 
vate resilences were opened to them, 
Even business offices were used for 
this purpose.

Washington, April 6—U)—A week 


‘du advance of the convening of the 


special session the two agriculture 
committees of congress tonight had 
completed the tedious t « of taking 
testimony on the farm relief ques- 
tion and one committec, that of the 
house, already had made a start on 
the actual framing of a farm gid 
Ineasu re. 

The house group had placed in the 
hands of a° supcommittee the job of 
framing a preliminary draft and the 
senate committee the first of the week 
is expected to turn its attention to 
the same undertaking. So far the 
senate committee has not appointed 
a subcommittee to handle the work 


and it is probable that thé full mem- 
bership will devote its time to the 
work, 

Except for the testimony of Secre 
tary Hiyde, both committees will de- 
pend largely on their own knowledge 
of the agricultural situation and upon 
fie expressed views of when Qh Hoo- 
ser in writing the measuré as the 
hearings developed few new tens re- 
garding the problems involved. 

Committee members, however, ques- 
tioned most of the witnesses closely 
ax to the practical operation of the 
various agencies which all of the farm 
Jeaders now believe must be created 
ty solve the production and market- 
ing conditions which they hold re- 
sponsible for the farm depression, 

Hyde Makes Statement. 

Secretary Hyde furnished what 
many members of the committee mein- 
bers believe to be a clear cut state- 
ment of what the administration 
wants, This is now generally accept- 
el to be a measure along the lines 
of the bill introduced last session by 
Benator MeNary. of Oregon, and 
which would provide for a federal 
farm bonrd, commodity councils and 
stabilization agencies to regulate the 
surplus, and at the xame time leave 
the business of agriculture in the 
hands of the farmer as much as pos- 
sible. 

In going over the details of the 
measure both committees expect to 
confer with various farm and ad- 
ministration leaders to gain their 
Views. 

It is the plan of leaders at both 
sides of the capitol to have the farm 
bill in shape for presentation to con- 
grees as soon as it convenes and it is 
their hope that the measure will be 
enacted into law by June 1, 

To Get Call. 

Senator Watson, of Indiana, the 
new republican leader in the senate, 
has announced that farm legislation 
will receive the first call in the senate 
and it is his intention to proceed 
continuously with consideration with 
the farm measure until a final vote 
is reached, 

House leaders likewise are prepared 
to press for early action, although it 
is probable that the tariff revision 
bill will receive the first right-of-way.

Resides Minnesota and, Wisconsin, 
Towa also felt the wind's force and 
listed one dead, a farmer at Little 
Rock. .In addition several persons 
were reported injured in the northern 
part of the state, just across the Min- 
nexota line. g 

But Wisconsin. was the chief suf- 
ferer, 13 persons losing their lives 
and scores of others suffering injuries 
ranging from scratches and bruises to 
fractured bones and internal hurts. 
Five of the total number of dead were 
reported in Minnesota, two near Min- 
neapolis and one each near Forest 
Lake, Lindstrom and Taylors Falls. 

In Wisconsin the ° district near

four. deaths were reported. Three 
were listed at Reeve when three chil- 
dren were killed on the farm of Mr.

CHASE OUTLINES PLAN 
FOR COTTON RELIEF 


Washington, April 5.--Plans for 
the solution of problems confronting 
American agriculture and particularly 


those of the cotton grower were pre- 


sented before the committee of the 
senate and house committees this week 
by Colonel B. F. Yoakum, of Texas 
and New York, and William C. Chase, 
of Atlanta, who is the executive vice 
president of the American Chamber 
of Agriculture, organized by the agri- 
cultural congress of landlord 4armers 
and business éxecutives of the south, 
southwest and southeast last January 
at Atlanta. 

Mr. Chase indorsed the statements 
made by Colonel Yoakum and made 
three recommendations for farm re- 
lief. First, he gave unqualified in- 
dorsement of the Yoakum plan, de- 
claring that the chamber of .agricul-, 
ture approved the Yoakum plan fully. 
Second, he urged that a national farm 
board be chosen from among recog- 
nized business men and farmers of es- 
tablished success in a large way. And 
third, he urged the creation of sepa- 
rate commodity marketing boards, 
carefully chosen, to confer and act in 
conjunction with the proposed farm 
board. 

Mr. Chase stressed the fact that 
the whole success of any legislation or 
action -undertaken along fhe line of 
congressional action, depended entirely 
and absolutely upon the personnel of 
the proposed farm board and the mar- 
keting commodity boards; that if the 
personnel of the boards were not 
chosen with greatest possible care, the 
whole structure would collapse, and 
the agricultural conditions would be, 
if possible, in a more deplorable plight 
than the present destructive and ruin- 
ous conditions are daily afflicting the 
industry, farming and farm-life af- 
fairs. 

He asked that the two committees 
call on his organization for any’ co- 
operation desired in framing the com- 
prehensive farm which will be consid- 
ered at the forthcoming special ses- 
sion. 

The reception accorded Mr. Chase 
clearly indicated the appreciation of 
the committees of his conservative, 
clear and able presentation of facts 
and possible remedies for the farm 
situation of the country; and also 
that the advent of a chamber of agri- 
culture along clearing house practices, 
and of. national scope, as will be the 
American Chamber of Agriculture, 
made a distinct impression on all pres- 
ent at these hearings, as a splendid 
move toward modernizing agricultural, 
farming and farm-life affairs of the 
country.

I AND THE MILE. 


There was a time some years ago when Nurmi, under the best of 
conditions, pressed to the limit, could have:run the mile around 4.06, 
He believed that he might even beat this mark. But there is small chance 
now that he will eyer equal his own record again of 4.10 2-5. He has 
run himself out of some of his stamina or some of his speed, to judge 
from recent exhibitions. Nurmi has been in hard competition now at 
least for ten years. The old elastic spring or the young elastic spring 
in one’s legs doesn’t last forever. He is still a great distance runner, 
but I doubt that any one will ever seen again the great Nurmi of 1924, 
when he ran away with the Paris Olympics. He might have beaten 4.08 
for the mile at that time, if there had been any mile to run’ He had the 
speed and the stamina on that occasion to beat any one in the world from 
the mile to the marathon, inclusive. 


E TEST OF FORM. 


The test of form is consistency. For example, a ball player hitting 
in bad form might get three or more hits any one afternoon. But he is 
never going to lead the league. 

A golfer with serious faults might shoot a 70. On a certaip day 
there might be a blend of faults that worked out for good result, largely 
by accident. Such a golfer would never have a.chance for a champton- 
ship. Lack of form, or lack of the right form, would soon eat into his 
nervous system. 

Form, after all, is nothing but a mastery of the fundamentals. To 
many it means grace and other fancy trimmings. It is possible to look 
fairly awkward and still have fine form. Honus Wagner was not the 
most graceful ball player in the world, but his playing form was almost 
flawless. 

Why is it that certain competitors, apparently backed up by good 
form, never get anywhere? Largely because they are not temperament- 
ally fitted for competition. Their form is only flawless when there is no 
heavy pressure at hand. Almost any golfer can show good form at flick- 
ing the head from a dandelion or thumpirg a cigar butt. Hitting a ball 
over penalizing hazards is another problem. In the first case they are 
relaxed. In the second they are as full of tension as the average mod- 
ern fighter is full of alibis. 

It is an old story in these dispatches, probably harped on too often, 
but form and a certain amount of relaxation must work together. Cer- 
tainly form and high tension rarely travel the same road. 

“| want my football men,” says Rockne, “mentally keen but phy: 
sically relaxed.” When you get that combination you have something 


to beat.

Proud of the district's part in the 
establishment of our own Tallulah 
Falls school, we hope to continue to 
express our pride by adequately main- 
taining the gplendid plant we now 
possess. Helpful institutes have been 
sponsored by the chairman of inst 
tutes and the department of citizen- 
ship. Under the department of fine 
arts, lectures have been arranged that 
club presidents and chairmen may 
have the advantage of being better 
equipped to instruct those wishing it 
in their local communities; and a 
pamphlet text book on community. 
drama is being prepared for the use 
of clubs. A splendid health survey 
and report has been made by the de- 
partment of public welfare, both of 
Fulton and DeKalb counties, which 
were accepted by the general federa- 
tion as excellent. Interest -has been 
revived in the fifth district home eco- 
nomics scholarship. and we hope io 
complete the $1,000 scholarship this 


year. The fifth district candidate for

We urge club presidents to organize 
their club ‘work to correspond with 
ithe plan given in the Georgia federa- 
tion in the year book, and that clubs 
doing general club work appoint a 
chairman for each department of 
work, and a chairman for as many of 
the divisions of the departments as the 
activities of the club require. In the 
case of a study club, a scientifie or- 
ganization or any club undertaking, 
only one phase of club work, the presi- 
dent should consult the state year book 
or her district president, and deter- 
mine what department their work is 
classed under, and then appoint a 
chairman for that department and a 
chairman for as many of the divisions 
of that department as the activities 
of her organization requires with a 
knowledge of what the activities of a 
given club includes, your president 
could classify each club in her direc- 
tory so that the district chairmen 
would only make inquiries and re- 
quests to the club working under her 
division. 

Message te Chairmen. 


are: To inform themselves as to what 
elub work is included under ber spe- 
cial division, through her state and 
general federation, chairman, her de- 
partment chairmen, the president of 
her district or any other available 
source, From this information she 
should make a suggestive outline of 
work, which the individual clubs could 
adjust to the needs of their local 
communities; She should then send 
this outline to each club of the dis- 
trict undertaking the work of her 
given division, asking the president 
to appoint a Chairman for that divi- 
sion of work, and that she uest her 
to write you. This outline should be 
sent out on or before the 15th of April, 
as the club year begins in April. These 
activities should be reported at the 
November district convention. A card 
asking for reports from club chairmen 
should be mailed out on or before the 
middle of March. These club reports 
should be included in the district 
chairman’s report at the district's 
executive board meeting the first week 
in April. A copy of this April report 
should be sent to your corresponding 
state chairmen before the 10th of 
April. Finally we commend the ideals 
of the state and general federation to 
all loyal elub women.

DIPLOMATIC FREE DRINKS. 

Judge James B. Park, of the 
Oconee circuit, in charging a grand 
jury, very sensibly criticized the 
immunity given to foreign ambassa- 
dors and ministers to bring into this 
country intoxicating liquors, while 
the like privilege is denied by law 
to our own citizens. 


There is not a word in the fed- 
eral constitution which grants any 
such immunity to foreign ambassa- 
dors and ministers to this country 
or that authorizes the congress or 
the treasury authorities to give any 
such immunity. 


The privilege granted in this in- 
stance is a wide stretch of a diplo- 
matic courtesy that has long exist- 
ed between nations. The common 
custom has been to regard such 
representatives of sovereigns in 
amity with the nation as much too 
honorable and respectful of the sov- 
ereignty io which they are accred- 
ited to wantonly and flagrantly vio- 
late its constitution and laws. 


But our national constitutional 
prohibition policy is so novel to 
foreign minds that ambassadors and 
ministers at Washington hastened 
to ask the extension of diplomatic 
comity to cover their customary 
wines, brandies, whiskies and beers. 
The administration, rather than 
raise a row about it with all the na- 
tions of the earth, quietly and com- 
placently granted the immunity. 

Thereupon and immiediately scan- 
dals began to develop out of the 
rare privilege. Friends and fellow- 
citizens of the foreign diplomats be- 
gan to flock to the oases under the 
flags of all nations and there jubi- 
lantly wet their whistles. Leaks of 
liquor began to trickle out of the 
embassies to favored friends and 
even the servants of the immune 
diplomatic households began: to 
: bootleg foreign liquors to the out- 
side public at opulent prices. 

But what can we do about it? 

Can we inform the kings and 
cabinets of the world that the presi- 
dent of the United States will re- 
ceive from any of them 4s persona 
grata only an ambassador or min- 
ister who will take the dry pledge 
for himself ard his household?

The prestige of Lenin was suffi-| sta 


ciently great so that his new economic 
policy Was accepted. But its implica- 
tions as to the unworkability of com- 
munist theory were never admitted. 
Nevertheless, some of the leaders have 
inclined toward the facts and others 
In general, these 
two groups are represented by Stalin 
and Trotzky. 

As in other countries, group in- 
terests have ranged themselves behind 
these opposing leaders. The great 
mass of the Russian population is peas- 
ant. The peasants welcomed the revo- 
lution because it gave them the land 
and freed them from the domination 
of the old landlords. Stalin is a peas- 
ant and his philosophy shapes itself 
in their interest. Trotzky is the apos- 
tle of the industrial workers. They are 
a small minority in Russia but the 
revolution, based as it was on the 
Marxian dogmas, gave them dispro- 
portionate power. 

Stalin would allow the peasants to 
develop their holdings and make what 
they can. Trotzky insisted that the 


“kulaks,” or rich peasants, should be 
mercilessly taxed in the name of pure 
communism and for the benefit of the 
city workers. As Trotzky's idea of a 
“rich” peasant was one who had ac- 
cumulated about $300 worth of prop- 
erty. his theories met with no favor 
in the country districts. Any gov- 
ernment, if it would survive in Rus-! 
sia, must adjust itself sooner or later 
to Russia's peasantry. Trotzkys ex- 
pulsion is a part. of this pftocess,

Representative Hamilton Fish 
makes the suggestion that the United

It seems incredible that Senator

into practical programs of courts and 
councils, and then fight the very first 
proposal made to give value to such an 
expression of faith. Of course -there 
is a certain element of risk in enter- 
ing upon any agreement whatsoever 
with another nation. It is easy td 
suppose circumstances and condition 

which might possibly arise, to em- 
barrass us or involve us in some kind 
of difficulty. But those who imagine 
these possible dangers presume, that 
so long as we stay out of all rela- 
tionships with other nations, we run 
no risks, and guarantee our own safe- 
ty. What supreme folly! Our very 
isolation creates fears and suspicions 
on the part of the other nations of the 
world, and invites their enmity. Is 
there not a real danger that, in our 
zeal to outlaw war, we may su in 
making an outlaw of our own nation?

| Erect Memorial to For- 


mer Great President of: 


| Emory College.

In the cemetery in the little town 

f Oxford. 41 miles east of Atlanta. 

here Emory university was formerly 
oeated, is a emall tembatone com- 
wnemorative of one of the greatest men 

ho has ever lived in Georgian. The 
scription on this tombstone is as 
Pollows : 

“Atticus Greene Iaygood, 
preacher avd philanthropist. born 
in Watkinsville. Georgia, Novem- 
ber 19. 1839... Licensed to preach 
in 1858 by Walter R. Branham. 
Married to Mary Yarborough, 
June 6, 1859. Was Sunday school 
secretary to M. FE. church, south. 
from 1870 to 1875. Presideyt of 
Emory college from 1875 to 18584. 
meter of Wesleyan Christian Ad- 

e from 1878 to 1882. Agent 
e John Slater fund from 1882 

‘9 1891. Wrote “The Man of 
Gallilee” and other books during 
this time. He was a bishop of 
M. EF. church. south, from 1890 
to 1896, Died January 13, 1896. 
He lived not unto himself and 
being dead yet speaketh. The 
world passeth away and the lust 
thereof, but he who doeth the will 
of God abideth forever. He xaid 
nothing praises or pleases God 
more than service. Let us stand 
by what is coord and make it bet- 
ter, if we can’. 

There are scores of Georgians who 
attended Emory college during the life- 
time of Bishop Haygood when he was 
its president, and there are other 
scores of Georgiana who remember him 
in the different positions he held, who 
wonder that a great memorial has hot 
heen erected to his memory, and why 
the Methodists of Georgia and Geor- 
gia generally have not fittingly recog- 
nized the valuable services that he ren- 
dered to his church and state. 

From a very smalf boy and up to 
mature manhood, the writer remem- 
hers Dr. Haygood, and later Bishop 
Havygood, as a preacher, college presi- 
dent and bishop. Those who remem- 
ber his sermons, or who have read the 
books he wrote, recognize in him one 
of the greatest Jogicians that Georgia 
has ever had. His book, “The Man 
of Gallilee,” which undertakes to show 
that no mere man could have done 
the things that were done by Christ, 
has been classed as one of the most 
logical books that has ever been writ- 
ten about Jesus. 

Without Salary. 

Bishop Haygood became the presi- 
dent of Emory college at a great crisis 
in its history. The south was poor 
and all of his Institutions that were 
supported by the public were in need 
of funds. Bishop Hlaygood served it 
as president without any remunera- 
tion, except the small fees which came 
to him from diplomas and some other 
wervices, 

[ have heard that Seney hall and 
other modern buildings were erected 
during his administration and that an 
emlowment of something like $100.- 
(OO was raised. Of course the gifts 
of George I Seney, a Brooklyn banker, 
constituted the greatest part of this. 

recall very well that it was the in- 
fluence of Bishop Ilaygeod that caus- 
et the Brooklyn philanthropist 
make these donations. 

Rishop Haygool was one of. the 
first men in Georgia to advocate a

As president of Emory and when 
he was known as “Dr. Haygood,” he 
was noted for his sympathy. his af- 
fectionate regard and his undying in- 
terest in “the boys.” He was with 
them by day and by night. He would 
spring up among them when they were 
doing some mischievous acts, cal] them 
by name.and ask if-it were not time 
to go home. He would frequently 
throw his arms around the buys, speak 
pleasantly of their frolic and shame 
them about being out so late, but 
there was never a harsh word uttered 
and it frequently happened that he 
and the boys would go off together 
on their way home. 

On one occasion while tlre was 
preaching, four “‘sophs” marched into 
the church and keeping step went to 
the front seat and sat down, as inno- 
cently as if they had been on hand 
when the services began. The speaker 
had been preaching about 15 minutes. 
He walked out of the “ge and took 
his stand in front of the four un- 
regenerates, saying: “Young men, I 
have been preaching 15 minutes and I 
am anxious for you to get the full 
thread of my discourse) He then an- 
nounced his text an gan at the be- 
ginning and preached up to the point 
where he had left off, then returned 
to the pulpit and finished his sermon. 
The reprimand focused the attention 
of the entire congregation upon the 
four youngsters, and their embarrass- 
ment was such that they did’ not re- 
peat such an interruption again. 

About the year 1882 Bishop Hay- 
good became involved in a discussion 
of the negro question, or the educa- 
tion of the negro, which brought down 
upon his head the maledictions of 
many southern editors and made him 
very unpopular for the time being. 
As I recall it the speech which caused 
the furor was delivered at Mont 
Eagle, Tenn., when Judge Turgee, of 
Cincinnati, was also on the program. 
Dr. Haygood’s speech was garbled by 
different newspapers and the result 
was that he found himself about as 
unpopular as sn man could possibly 
be, for the time being. 

Ahead of Times. 

Dr. Haygeod's position then regard- 
ing the negro was precisely that of 
every intelligent white man in Geor- 
gia at the present time. The state 
of Georgia has long since done what 
he then said it ought to do. His ap- 
peal was to clevate the negro, or the 
negro would pull the white mau down. 

As a minister of the gospel Dr. Hay- 
good was one of the most practical 
men imaginable. He was wedded to 
the, spirit of things rather than the 
letter. He wrote books to try to get 
rid of the things that confounded and 
confused regarding the gospel. | His 
book entitled “Jack Knife In Bram- 
bles’ got its name from an old ne- 
gro who used his jack knife to-.cut 
away the brambles from the hedges 
so the valuable plants could grow. In 
this book he sought to get rid of the 
stumbling blocks in the scriptures, 
very much as Dr. Drummond sought 
to do tn his book, “Rolling the Stones 
Away.” 

Interested In Affairs. 

Bishop Haygood was always in- 
terested in public matters and was a 
student of current, as well as an- 
cient, political history. If he had 
entered the civil life instead of the 
ministry. his name would have been 
linked with orators of the Ben Hill 
type, statesmen of the Alexander Ste- 
phens poise and with Toombs in sebol- 
arly indignation at the evils that he 
regarded as harmful to the state. Bish-

Motorists Waste Millions 
By Abusing Their Tires 


Last year tire manufacturers in the 
United States made nearly 60,000,- 
000 casings, valued, wholesale, at more 
than $670,000,000, or, at retail, more 
than a billion dollars. Since tests 
show variations in tive mileage as high 
as 40 per cent, the needleas waste 
can be conservatively estimated in the 
hundreds of millions. Observance by 
all drivers of a few simple rules of 
tile care would reduce the waste to a 
minimum. 

Paradoxically, the more the auto- 
mobile is improved, the hardef it 
seems to be on tires. 
brakes now stop a car at twice the 
speed in half the time required a 
few years ago. Unfortunately, if hab- 
itually slapped on at high speed these 


brakes will wear out tires far faster]. 


than four times as soon. 

Poor brakes, conversely, burn u 
tires. Unevenly adjusted brakes scuff 
out castings as a lame boy acuffs out 
shoes. The experts say nine out of 
ten cars are habitfully run with brakes 
unevenly adjusted. 

Increased speed tears down tires, 
too, but as the number of cars in use 
inerenaes traffic must be speeded up. 
Slowing down and stopping remain 
about constant, which is ‘fortunate, 
for tests have shown that a car driven 
at 35 miles an hour and stopped every 
uaréer mile will wear away the tread 
ensign on a casing in about 100 miles, 
where one-quarter as many stops will 
not have the same effect in less than 
30 times the distance, or 3.000 miles. 

There are other factors beyond the 
control of the individual motorist. 
High speed, increased traffic and sud- 
den braking wear out the road faster, 
and worn roads grind gnd bump tires 
to earlier ruin. The demand for 
speed bas brought about fhe build- 
ing of cars with lowered centers of 
gravity and smaller wheels, which 
turn more frequently, wear out shoes 
faster and bounce in and out of de-

Pontiac, Mich., Apil 6.—Another 
progressite step recently taken by a 
prominent automobile manufacturer 
toward better business methods in the 
merchandising of used cara came to 
light here today when the Oakland 
Motor Car Company announced adop- 
tion of a national policy under which 
all Oakland-Pontiac dealers will be 
asked to furnish a written guarantee 
with all reconditioned used cars. 

Under terms of the guaranty, parts 
are furninhed free to replace any 
found defective during the first 750 
miles of driving. provided the mile- 
age is run up within thirty days after 
the sale. The car also may be return- 
ed within 48 hours after the purchase 
if it proves unsatisfactory and the 
full purchage price applied to any 
other car. new or used, of equal or 
greater value in the dealer's stocks. 

A written guaranty printed on lith- 
ographed bond paper is issued by the 
dealer to the purchaser at the time 
of the sale. while all cars carrying the 
guaranty also have a windshield stick- 
er on which is printed, “Reconditioned 
Guaranteed Good Will Used Car.” 

The object of the new plan accord- 
ing to M. L. Buck, manager of the 
used car department, is to provide the 
purchaser with concrete evidence of 
the good faith of the dealer who makes 
the sale, 

“Many of our reconditioned used 
ears are priced within the range of the 
cheapest new car,’ Mr. Buck stated. 
“If the money were invested in the 
small new car the purchaser would re- 
ceive a standard warranty with it. In 
making a similar purchase of a good 
used car he is entitled to a like meas 
ure of protection. 

“We know that our dealers’ recon- 
ditioned used cars are capable of per- 
formance comparable to a small new 
ear. Consequently we aim to give the 
purchaser full assurance of our faith 


in writing.” : 

The used car guaranty appkes only 
to these cars which have been thor- 
oughly reconditioned and refinished 
under the Good Will plan—a. policy 
inaugurated some years ago by Oak- 
land to lend individuality to the qual- 
ity used cars handled by the Oakland 
dealer organization. The familiar fig- 
ure of “Good Will Oakland,” with the 
slouch hat and the inevitable stogie, 
is well known throughout the country 
through his association with the used 
car business of this company’s dealers. 

Featured -on the used car guaranty 
form is a definition of good will as 
handed down by the United States su- 
preme court.

Largest ‘ Dirigible 


Probably the most unusual building 
in the world—an airship factory and 
dock—to be used for assembling and 
housing two huge airships for the 
United States navy—is under con- 
struction at Akron. Ohio, by his com- 
pany, said W. G. Starnes, local man- 
ager of the Goodyear Tire & Rubber 
Company. in ah interview today. 

The airships, he said, will be the 
biggest flying craft ever made, each 
nearly three times.the size of the 
Loa Angeles,. present navy eraift. 

“This factory,” he said, “will be 
the biggest building in the world. It 
will he 1,200 feet long, 325 feet witle 
and 200 feet high and will not have 
any posts or pillars on the inside. It 
will have eight and one-half acres of 
floor apace under a single roof. 

“When completed the building will 
be big enough to set down over thé 
United States capitol at Washington; 
the Woolworth building and capitol 
could be put inside with room to spare 
and 14 football games could be player 
inside at the same time. | 

“The huge structure will be shaped 
like a big egg cut in two the long 
way and the doors will resemble in 
shape quarters of an orange. As it 
will he an all-steel bnilding the en- 
tire structure will be’placed on rollers 
to permit the building to atretch and 
hecome smaller, as varving tempera- 
tures cause an all-steel building to 
gradually change its dimensions. 

“Some idea as to why the building 
must be so big is given by a compari- 
son of the size of the two airships 
which Goodyear will build with the 
two biggest airships now in existence, 
the Los Angeles and the German ship, 
Graf Zeppelin.

Merchandising methods hoary 
with age and precedent are going by the 
board, and merchants who have _ spent 
their lives at the game are using the 
methods recommended by a_ keen-eyed 
youngster who has proven, by the _ irre- 
futable logic of the balance sheet, that he 
is the prophet of a new day. 

A year ago this young man, Amos Par- 
rish. announced to the business world that 
the organm#eation of which he is the head 
would hold in New York a five-day “clinic.”

What he pro- 
posed to discuss was the exact, mathemat- 
ical forecasting of public taste and the 
application of this knowledge to manufac- 
turing. buying and selling—in other words. 

For this 
period of intensive instruction at the 
“clinic.” and for the selling plans included, 
the fee would be $200 a head.

One store tn the Far 
West has even announced ita intention of 
sending its buyers to and from the clinic 
by airplane as a time-saving measure 
What Amos Parrish and his experta have 
to give the merchandising and manufac- 
turing worlds is not a magic formula of 
any kind; nor is his clinic simply a high- 
powered pep-injector, There is no mystery 
shout it. Just as President Hoover, while 
Secretary of Commerce, saved million. of 
dollars to American industry by the stand- 
ardivation of certain products, Parrish is 
saving millions by teaching merchants and 
manufacturers to gauge the public taste 
by the srientific, exact methoda which he 


gather than by guesses 
To use his own expression, 
“taking the whiskers out of business.” 
“A man makes you think,” he says, “that 
there are whiskers on his job, that it is 
big and important and mysterious, like 
the wise men of old, because the more mys- 
terious he can make it seem, the bigger 
man he feels for having mastered it. Ask 
the average woman buyer why she stocks 
up on this or that style of dress, or hat, 
or furniture. She will tell you, ‘I havea 
hunch that it will be a popular style. I 
feel it here’ (thumping her chest). 


“But good business isn’t successfully run 
en hunches—when it happens to be, it's 
just an accident. It’s run on facts, 
PACTS ‘(thumping the desk). Fashion— 
that is, the trend of public taste—is the 
keynote today to the successful selling of 
almost anything. There are not only fash- 
ions in clothes and houses and furniture, 
but fashions in automobiles, pancake turn- 
ers, dogs, family portraits, sleeping cars 
and husbands. . 

“Neither is department store buying and 
selling a matter of hunching. There are 
some buyers who are extraordinary 
geniuses, but most of them need the equip- 
ment of a)l the facts in the case. .They 
meed to know what styles are getting pub- 
lic acceptance and are therefore becoming 
fashions. Their stores will make greater 
profits and save expensive mark-downs if 
they can decide in advance what styles are 
going to become fashions, how long they 
will remain fashions and what percentage 
ef the people will want them.” 

It is impossible to talk to Amos Parrish 


without, as one observer has expressed it, . 


“getting all steamed up.” He is well but 
quietly dressed, after the fashion of the 
American business man rather than the 
English barrister; every feature is dynamic, 
alert, alive—even his hair, which stands 
straight up, on tip toe like the rest of him. 
His eyes are keen and friendly and his nose, 
if it is not a bit tip-tilted, at least gives 
the impression of being so. His whole per- 
the qualities 


youth, vigor, enthusiasm and efficiency. To 
these Parrish adds an air of friendliness 
teward what naturally seems to him a 
pretty good old world. 

And his office is a perfect bakground for 
the man. It is a lesson in dynamic elim- 
imation. The furniture ise modern in de- 
not with the extreme of crazy angles 
fantastic zig-zags, but with an abso- 
simplicity of line and harmony of 
its fineness of quality apparent in 
beautiful grain of the unpainted wood 
the richness of the coffee-tan cu 
windows. : 

Most striking. though, is the complete ab- 
sence of smal] things or details of any kind 
—ernaments, gew gaws, office parapher- 
malia. The room looks as if the movers and 
@ecorator had left it only five minutes ago 
the owner had moved in but had not 
had time to unpack. Parrish himself, 
whose one-man business of seven years ago 
has expanded to an organization of sixty, 
sits in the middle of the room behind a 
flat desk whose large polished surface of 
South American wood holds nothing what- 
ever but an ash tray and a box of cig- 
arettes, and those are produced from some- 
where else. Not even a biotting pad. This 
is an office to think in, to talk in, to 
concentrate in, with perfect comfort and 
harmony but nothing whatever to distract 
the mind. 

What first turned this young man’s at- 
tention to merchandising methods was a 
painful personal incident. As a cub reporter 
on The Cleveland News he was sent out 
to write a feature story about a fashion 
opening. His ignorance on the subject was 
abysmal—and so, apparently, was that of 
everybody else connected with the affair. 
Parrish asked questions: Which of the 
styles shown were going to be the favor- 
ites? Why was this style given a prefer- 
ence over that one? How did the stores 
know from which styles they were going 
to make their greatest number of sales? 

To none of these queries could any one 
supply an answer. Apparently buying was 
ml a question of clever guesswork. Either 
you “felt” a coming style or you didn't. In 
the first happy instance the store made 
Jots of money on your purchases and even- 
tually your salary was increased: in the 


second, eventually you were fired. It was 
all very queer and puzzling to the enthu- 
silastic reporter, who combined with his 
enthusiasm a passion for exactness, and 
who also felt, up to that moment. an awed 
respect for the efficiency of big business.

The next few years in Parrish's career 
were kaleidescopic: More reporting; then a 
job as advertising writer for William Tay- 
lor & Son, Cleveland department store: a 
stroke of good luck when the advertising 
manager's appendix grew obstreperous, as 
a result of which Parrish had the chance 
to run the department in his ‘absence, 
and, when the manager left for another 
job, to succeed him; the staging of a spec- 
tacular golden jubilee sale for Tavior's that 
resulted in sales of over $1.000.000 in ten 
dave for a store that had formerly taken 
thirty-six days to do this much business; 
finally the yearning. as a result of these 
achievements, to try this luck in New 
York. 

Then hard times in New York, while he 
was getting the knack of the city. At 
last the Big Idea. The J. L. Hudson Com- 
pany, a large store in Detroit, agreed to 
pay the young man a weekly fee if he 
would report to them regularly on. what 
styles in all kinds of goods were going well 
in New York. He did so. Almost imme- 
diately he found stores in other cities will- 
ing to pay for the same service: before the 
vear was out he was reporting for twenty- 
two, and soon he had 100 stores emploving 
him. 

Thus was born Parrish's first great mer- 
chandising achievement: “The Breath of 
the Avenue,” a something absolutely new 
in the department store.world. a reporting 
service which enabled out-of-town stores 
to keep their fingers on the fluctuating 
pulse of public taste. to learn which lhnes 
were going strongly, which should be got 
rij of at mark-down prices, what. methods 
of advertising, display and selling were 
proving successful and what clothes worn 


in New York—in other words, all those in- 
finite, changing facts about New York 
stores which every other store should know, 
but which no one would have the time to 
keep up with by his own efforts. 

His connection with this large number of 
stores through his reporting service brought 
him spécial arrangements that helped to 
keep him busy. He had an arrangement 
with a local store, on the basis of working 
for them one hour every day as an adver- 
tising counselor; another with a Philadel- 
phia store to give them one day a week; 
another for a Cleveland store for a one- 
Gay-a-month service to assist in making 
their selling plans. Just how he could man- 
age this is rather puzzling until you knaw 
Parrish. 

Luck helped him a little: for instance, 
when he mashed his finger in an elevator. 
“How I did work.” he savs with reminiscent 
gusto, “to keep that hurt ‘alive’ so that I 
could collect enough on my accident policy 
to pay my office rent! My policy paid 
double because I was hurt in an elevator.” 

From one end of New York to the other 
he raced, with pad and pencil, noting, ob- 
serving. counting. analyzing and reporting 
his findings. He noticed many girls at 
Coney Island wearing a certain type of 
sweater and wrote to the Hudson com- 
peny telling them about it. They stocked 
up on that style of sweater and sold hun- 
dreds at a gratifying profit. 

As more stores in distant cities bought 
his service Parrish was obliged to hire as- 
sSistants—alert voung girls—until he had a 
staff of twenty-five. 

On the basis of this accurate information 
they were able to chart the popularity of 
any given mode, to predict how long it 
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would Jast and to advise the stores from 
what styles they would make their mass 
sales. They took much of the guess, the 
mystery, the “whiskers” out of buying. 


“At oné time,” for instance, says Parrish, 
“the question arose: Exactly what is the 
favorite length of women’s skirts? For- 
merly the only way of attempting to an- 
swer this query, so important to manufac- 
turers of dress goods, clothing makers and 
merchants, was a dreamy survey of the 
length favored by Duchess This or Princess 
That, a method which proved practically 
nothing, as the duchess might be wearing 
them long because she had ugly legs, and 
the princess might be wearing them short 
for exactly the opposite reason. 

“In our simple-minded way we said, 
‘Why not measure the women's skirts?’ 
And we proceeded to do so. We went to 
the head of the alteration department in 
every ready-to-wear store in the city and 
said to her, ‘Let's see your yardstick. How 
high do -most of the women want their 
skirts from the ground?’ Thus we got not 
hunches, but facts—something definite for 
both manufacturers and buyers. 

“Buyers starting in on a buying spree 
used to tell no one what they were going 
to do. The directors of a store would give 
a buver their bankroll. send her to New 
York or Paris and then get on their knees 
until she came back. The buyer's choice 
was often colored, not so much by the 
needs of the store and the public de- 
mand. but by her own personality and sus- 
ceptibility to high pressure salesmen. A 
slender woman, if left to her own devices, 
will frequently buy good styles for sicncer 
figures but her stylish stouts may be 
frumps. If she is herself a stout, you are 
likely to get just the opposite result. 


“Another place where the average buyer 
often falls down is in her Paris purchases, 
because her one idea is to get something 
new, different. If she sees a style anything 
like those carried last season she passes it 
by as ‘old stuff’ and comes back to this 
country with 90 per cent of her money 
spent on. freaks, though we have shown by 
careful analysis of actual sales that a 
fashion which has been popular one sea- 
son is not immediately thrown into the 
discard for something different, but often 
sells in even larger amounts the second 
year it is out. It is not the prand-new, 
but the established fashion, from which a 
store does its mass selling and makes its 
largest profits. The average Paris buyer, 
who is looking only for different styles, 
often loses money on what she brings 


The conduct of these clinics in itself is 
a lesson in efficiency. They have been 
held, so far, in the ballroom of a hetel, 
at ome end of which a temporary stage 
is erected for the showing of manikins, 
alive and otherwise. Each person attend- 
ing is provided with a loose-leaf, leather- 
covered note book with his name stamped 
on it, and inside are neatly typed netes 
en all the lectures he will hear. 

Then the fun—or rather, the gruelling 
work—begins. For four days and a half 
the $50-a-day pupils listen to merchandis- 
ing talk and demonstrations from one ex- 
pert after another—talks on forecasting 
fashions, on buying so as to hit the pop- 
ular fashion, on exploiting fashion adver- 
tising. on co-ordinating. all the depart- 
ments of a store so that a woman who 
buys a dress of one shade in one depart- 
ment will be able to buy a hat of a match- 
ing shade in another; talks on how to 
display goods and how and when to mark 
down. 

The big executives who went through this 
strenuous session in January represented 
a total of 111 stores and store groups. do- 
ing a business of $1.100.000.000 annnaliv. 
They included such well-known units as 
Marshal Fields, Carson Pirie Scott. Man- 
del Brothers and Montgomery Ward's, of 
Chicago; Loeser’s. Namm’'s and Abraham 
& Straus. of Brooklyn: McCreery & Co.; 
Boggs & Buh) and Joseph Horne, of Pitts- 
Brothers. of Los Angeles: 
Eaton's. of Montreal; Jordan Marsh and 
Gilchrist's. of Boston—to mention a few. 

Backward stores and those afflicted with 
various business ills, as well as alert. suc- 
cessful stores determined to be up to the 
minute in their methods, have called on 
him and his experts to examine the ma- 
chinery of their operation, point out ils de- 
fects and map out remedies or lines which 
improvements might follow. In doing so 
successfully he has demonstrated over and 
over again his theory that the foundtation 
of merchandising success is painstaking, 
scientific analysis of all the facts invoived.

Twenty Years Ago Robert E. Peary Reached the Goal of His Life Work—the North Pole—a 
Pioneer Whose Trail Is Followed Today by Airplane and Dirigible to What 
May Always Remain the World's Most Romantic Spot

id ry Y A STRANGE and quite unpre- 

- meditated coincidence the first 
sentence of this article was writ- 
ten at 10 o'clock on the morning 
of February 22, 1929, just twenty vears ex- 
actly to the day and hour from the moment 
when the fur-clad Peary at the age of 55 
left his. ice-bound ship, the Roosevelt, 
bound for his long. hard march to the 
North Pole. 

On that historic morning. Washington's 
birthday, 1909, the weather was thick, the 
temperature thirty-one degrees below zero, 
and a light snow was falling. The sun had 
been gone since October. By 10 a. m. just 
enough faint light showed over the south- 
ern horizon for the Eskimos and dozs to 
trave’ 


Ou.wardly the picture was a scene of 
gray-white desolation: the chaotic ice- 
pack clutching at the httle ship: dark 
moving spots of teams and sledges against 
the polar gioom; ghost-like little snow- 
whirls flung up by the stabbing wind. 
Inwardly—for Peary. at least--it was.a 
scheme pregnant with drama. For nearly 
a quarter of a century he had been wait- 
ing for this day. Since 1896 he had flung 
Jiimself in a series of Napoleonic campaigns 
upon northern sepulcher of our 
giobe’s last #reat geographical secret. He 
had strugeled, weak weth starvation, across 
the lofty Greenland ice-cap; a triumph be- 
cause he had proved for the first time that 
Crreenland was an island. but a failure be- 
cause it ended his dream of drv-land hich- 
wav to the Pole. 
Now, as he pilodded head-down through 
the heavy snow, he thought grimly of the 
second stage of his long siege, the years 
when he based west of Greenland and tried 
to reach the Pole by crawling un the ruc- 
ged coast of Flletinere Land. Indeed, a 


the 


slight limp as he walked was a_ tragic 
heritage of those days. It came from have 
ing lost all the toes of both feet during the 
Ellesmere struggle. 


And now. in 1909, he had reached the 
third and final stage of a lifetime devoted 
to this one terrific task. He was engaged 
on a plan of action that was founded on 
many bitter failures. The plan\ was to 
force a ship through the ice to the farthest 
possible northern land base; to hunt 
throughout the fall and winter so that 
fresh meat might keep the dreaded scurvy 
from his men; to start at polar dawn ‘(Febe- 
ruary?’ with a large party of Eskimos, dogs 
and a tew white assistants; and with supe 
porting parties to put a small picked unit 
Within striking distance of the Pole itself, 

On that biting cold. morning of 1909 
Peary knew that to date he had succeeded, 
His ship was frozen in about 500 miles from 
the Pole. Only 90 miles west, at Cape 
Columbia, seven white men, nineteen FEski- 
mos. 146 dogs and twenty awaited 
him. Pemmican, fuel. fur clothing and 
personnel were adequate. The from 
Columbia lay due north. And while the goe 
ing rough and the weather ine 
crecibiv harsh, Peary felt in his heart that 
he must succeed

The pace was killing dogs and exhausting 
Eskimos, who lacked the spiritual 
Eskimos, who lacked the spiritual sus- 
tenance of the white man, though their 
physiques were superb. 


Captain Bob Bartlett, Peary’s faithful 
skipper, turned back at 88 degrees. The 
world afterward criticized Peary severely 
for not taking the captain to the Pole. But 
Bartlett was a Britisher at the time, and 
jt is likely that the Jeader felt unwilling 
to share his triumph with any other nation, 
One has to know the 400 years of Iintere- 
national rivalry that went into the polar 
race to appreciate Peary’s conflict at the 
moment. 

There were now in the party Peary, Hene- 
fon and four Fskimos. Henson was a negro 
fervant who had been with Peary since 
1484. Curious to relate, he is still alive and 
hardy, respected and busy employe of the 
United States Custoin Service in New York. 
There were also five sledges and forty dogs, 
the pick of the Smith Sound tribe. 

The remaining 133 miles to the Pole were 
covered in five relatively easy marches 
over ice that consistently Improved, — And 
at 19 a. m, April 6. 1909, Peary and his 
men reached the North Pole. He found it 
located in the center of a vast sea of floate 
ing ice, in striking the South 
Pole, which lies on the summit of a great 
plateau, Jt is interesting that Peary’s 
sounding at the Pole 1.500 fathoms, 
or about 8.000 [ret, the altitude of

After so many years of prodic.ous effort 


Peary might have been expected to give 


away to some profound emotional reaction 


in this moment of his triumph. He had 
reached at last the point he had given his 
lifetime to win, and yet he wrote: 

“The accumulated weariness of those 
days and nights of forced marches, insuf- 
ficient sleep, constant peril and anxiety, 
seemed to roll across me all at once. I 
was actually too exhausted to realize at the 
moment that my life's purpose had been 
achieved.” 


After a few hours’ sleep and several wide 
traverses about the Pole to make sure he 
encompassed it with his sledges, he added 
another note in his grimy record: 

“The Pole at last! The prize of three 
centuries. My dream and goal for twenty 
years. Mine at last! I cannot bring my- 
self to realize it. It seems all so simple 
and so commonplace!” 


And yet, even as he wrote, Fate was 
clenching her fist for a crushing blow such 
as few men have ever had to bear. 

For at that moment there was being per- 
petrated the greatest hoax of all ages, and 
Robert Peary was the victim. Success, like 
a mirage, moved away just as the ex- 
plorer’s fingers touched It. 


This hoax was Dr. Cook's claim to have 
reached the North Pole in 1908, a whole 
year in advance of Peary. 

Cook had actually gone north two years 
before, poorly equipped with supplies, tut 
with substantial experience in both thie 
Arctic and Antarctic behind him. He had 
the confidence and friendship of Prary's 
Exkimos. Having been with Peary on an 
expedition, he knew the latter's twethods, 
He was @ good Arctic traveler, a man of 
resource and intelligence and highly come 
petent in many other ways

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Three grevious years followed, al] marred 
by am imescapable scandal to which Peary 
was always a polemic party. It was not 
wntil every nation in Europe honored Peary 
thet his own country grudgingly recognized 
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nd starving for something that 
‘'t be likely to pay dividends. 

So with the exception of a few enthu- 
stasts and those who were still anxious to 
eee the abstract problems of the far north 
cleared up, little important work was clone 
the Aretic Circle between 1909 
and 1926. 

What was done confined itself to two 
lines of effort: first, there was much curi- 
osity as to what lay within the 1,000,000 
equare miles of polar basin between the 
pole itself and the northern shores of 
Siberia and Alaska. In 1914 MacMillan cand 
the author entered the eastern edge of this 
area, but found only a continuation of the 
chaotic ice-pack. Stefansson, working 
from Alaska, penetrated the southern edge 
of this unknown area with no better suc- 
ceas. The Russians skirted it from the west 
and later Amundsen’'s ship, the Maude, 
@rifted a way through it off Wrangel 
Island. Stefansson’s steamer, the Karluk, 
entered the pack near Point Barrow and 
was crushed, most of the crew finally 
escaping to land as a result of the cour- 
age and resourcefulness of Captain Bob 
Bartlett, who had learned his lessons in the 
Peary school. 

The other Hne of effort confined itself 
to the spectacular aspiration of a trans- 
polar fiight. Amundsen actually took a 
plane to the north Alaskan coast; and his 
associates made short flights from Spitz- 
bergen. But it was not until Byrd based 
at Etah, North Greenland, and flew a total 
of 6000 miles over Ellesmere Land in a 
few short weeks that Arctic flving was 
demonstrated to be practicable. 

In that same year Amundsen and I !!s- 
worth hopped off from Spitzberger in iwo 
large seaplanes, bound for the pole. iiself. 
Thick weather was met, which prevented 
accurate navigation. Finally Amund. en 
signaled a landing in the open lead. Suvints 
at once showed that the pianes had bern 
carried west and were in only 87 degrees 
44 minutes north latitude. Onc plane was 
crushed. The other was hauled out and 
@m emergency camp established 

Meanwhile the world waited for wecks 
without a word from the missing explorers. 
3t was reasoned that the party stood liitle 
chance of walking home over the almost 
lifeless pack, and that even if one plane 
remained undamaged it could scarcely take 
o@{ with the whole party and enough [uel 
to reach its base. 

But Amundsen did not lose his head. 
Keeping his men's strength up with the 
slender store of rations. he gambled on the 
Jjatéer course. He had a runway cleared 
and, finally, after a hard month and sev- 
eral failures, he got his one good plane 
imto the air and brought his party bac 
ebb we

the fialians. Byrd raised funds and bought 
a Fokker monoplane. English and French 
aviators also mace their plans, but never 
got to Spitzbergen. On May 8, 1926, Byrd 
arrested the attention of the world by a 
superb non-stop flight to the pole and back 
to Spitzbergen in about sixteen hours. 
Three days later, on May 12, the Norge left 
her hanzar at the same base and also 
reached the pole in about sixteen hours. 
But her three masters boldiy kept on across 
the top of the world and made Point Bar- 
row, Alaska, thirty hours later. 

This time the world felt that the North 
Pole had at last lost some of its esoteric 
privacy. Too many pairs of human eyes 
had now looked down upon*it for there 
ever to hang about the spot t).at fine cloak 
of mystery which makes so much for the 
romance of geographical discovery. 

The second leg, from the pole to Bar- 
row, was somewhat more stimulating than 
the first. It cut straight throu zh the great 
bank space on the map due north of 
Alaska. : 

Wrote Elisworth in describing his feeiings 
as the pole was left beh_nd: 

“Ahead lay the biggest unexplored area. 
What would it reveal—a lost continent, 
island, or what? Although we were weary 
from lack of sleep, these qucstions ani- 
mated every man aboard to a state of con- 
stant watchfulmess and expectancy.” 

But alas! they were doomed to disap- 
pointment. 

“Hour after hour passed,” he went on, 
“but there was only the same glittering 
surface, rifted by winJd and tide into cracks 
amd icads of oncn watcr ... a chaos of 
broken ice fields and pressure ridges of ice 
blocks, upturned as if giants had waged 
war with the polar ice.” 

And yet the MNorve «ol rot cut a swath 
everywhere, for from time to time she 
passed through thin v2: »>.; o! frost smoke 
that obscured the pack on either side, and 
sometimes cven that directly below. 


So it was that when Wikes set forth in 
the summer of 1928 to fly through the 
southern edge of this unknown area, from 
Barrow to Spitzbergen, there was still hope 
that new land might be found therein. The 
flight culminated a series of misfortunes 
in previous years; its success was there- 
fore all the more glorious. It was a piece 
of superb navigation, aside from a perfect 
bit of piloting, that brought him and his 
intrepid companion, Ejelson, safe to the 
tiny island of Spitzbergen from over the 
shoulder of the globe. 

Thus one of the two ambitions left to 
Peary’s :uccessors—that of a polar flight 
—was fully successful. But the second, 
that of exploring the great unknown north 
of Alaska, was only partially so. However, 
Wilkins as well as those in the Norge saw 
enough to make it sure that no large con- 
tinent lies in that million miles of blank 
space on the map, though there is enough 
left still unseen to hide a number of sizable 
islands. 

This, then, is the primary geographical 
work left to be done in the Polar Sea; the 
complete exploration of the unknown polar 
areas which still total close to the eriginal 
1,008,000 square miles. 

In addition there is the never-ending 
search for abstract scientific knowledge 
that must go on in the polar regions for 
many years to come. There is little of ro- 
mance to this latter work; and its profit, 
if there be any, is far more likely to ac- 
crue to future generations than to ours. 

At present, Fridtjof Nansen, dean of 
Arctic expiorers, is in this country to raise 
funds for a great international Arctic ex- 
pedition during the spring of 1930. He pro- 
poses to use the dirigible Graf Zeppelin, 
which visited this country last summer. He 
will fly directly to Spitzbergen and make 
a series of flights back and forth across the 
Polar Basin until it cannot be said that 
any portion of it remains unexplored. 

Nansen is the typical scientist in‘that he

keenly feels the urge to gather “cosmic” 
knowledge so long as man's knowledge of 
nature is incomplete. His is the same spirit 
that animated Faraday and scores of other 
early physicists from whose obscure labora- 
tories came the abstract knowledge which 
we today are using in our radios, our 
dynamos, our airplanes, our X-rays, long 
after the physicists are dead. 

Blind devotion of this sort in the cause 
of truth is seldom understood and never 
fully appreciated by a material public. 

“It is of vital importance to study the 
physical conditions in these northern re- 
gions.” says Nansen. “The circulation of 
our atmosphere is due, mainly, to the heat- 
ing of the air by solar radiation in the 
warmer regions and its cooling in the 
colder ones, especially in the polar areas. 
To try to discover the laws governing the 
circulation of our atmosphere without a 
knowledge of the polar -regions and their 
physica] conditions is comparable, there- 
fore. to the action of a man attempting to 
study the laws by which water circulates 
in the heating apparatus in a house with- 
out knowing anything about the radiators 
that emit the heat.” 

And he went on to add that we must 
know these laws before we can put to full 
use our meteorological systems that must 
mean as much to commercial flying as we)! 
as to many ofher forms of human activity. 

A third great line of inquiry that Nansen 
will follow will be that of a trans-polar air 
route—that is to say, a short cut by air 
from Europe to Asia across the North Pole. 

Mueh has been written on this subject, 
just as much was written and said about 
the Suez and Panama Canals for many 
decades before either was dug. 

The facts are simple’ enough. America 
is Europe's great trade rival. A regen- 
erated China and a rapidly growing Japan 
combine to make a market of gigantic pro- 
portions. Europe must now send its goods

For more than two hundred years the 
legend of Blackbeard’s Treasure has per- 
sisted in Elizabeth City and Edenton, and 
in the country round about. During all of 
that time, romantic individuals have delved 
and dipped in the sands of Plum Point. It 
was believed by conservative individuals 
that every square foot of the Point had 
been dug over, to a depth of at least 
twenty feet. 

But on December 26 last, two hunters, 
out for their Christmas vacation shooting, 
made their way through the thick under- 
brush that covers part of the Point, and 
came upon broken brickbats. The crude, 
hand-made bricks and fragments of bricks, 
were scattered about in the sand. The 
hunters, always interested in developments 
in or near the yellow sands of Plum Point, 
were instantly attracted by this strange 
sight—bricks scattered about these unpeo- 
pled sands. 

They found a great new hole in the 
earth. Eight feet below the surface, in a 
wide pit. newly dug, they found the re- 
mains of a vault. It. was made of ancient 
hand-made brick, bound by mortar of a 
loose texture. The vault had been con- 
structed around an iron chest, and the im- 
print of the iron straps and rivets was re- 
tained in the mortar, lavishly applied to 
all surfaces of the bricks.

a wreath. Hardly a week passes but the 
local press, New York, Paris, Rome records 


the name of a Gold Medal Mother of 
America. or of some awed Hottentot who 
wistfully adds a flower to this Unknown 
universally Beloved resting under the Tri- 
umphant Arch at Paris, in the Victor 
Emmanuel Monument at Rome. A Wells 
might weave a theme of a thousand aeons 
hence te the undiscovered ruins of a tomb 
found in the remains of a buried civiliza- 
tion. Imagine in future ages, after the 
decades have fallen, the archeologists un- 
earthing the tomb, a tomb found in every 
country, grand and magnificent—dedicated 
te a simple soldier, as the symbol of the 
Cross and the story of the Trinity is found 
in old Aztec remains, in the most ancient 
history, common to all tribes. Of all the 
poetic ideas that the terrible crucible of 
the war evolved the most touching, the 
most sublime is the Shrine of the Nations 
to the Unknown Soldier. The idea is stu- 
pendous, and it was conceived by one man, 
if the ideal slumbered in the hearts of each 
nation. This original idea was conceived 
by Antonio Sciortino, the illustrious sculp- 
tor, Honorary Director of the British Acad- 
emy of Art at Rome. For this alone the 
man stands out above his fellows. 


The model of the monument, the Temple 
of Empire, was planned in 1916 for the 
British Empire, when war was at the 
height of its fury and the end seemed dark 
for the Allies. Ettore Tito and Mentessi 
viewing the original model pronounced it 
the greatest architectural conception of 
man. In the center of the crypt was de- 
signed the Tomb, not to king nor pharoah, 
nor decorated general but to the humble 
common soldier, worthy of sublime Biblical 
record. Around in a vast ring were allotted 
places for other heroes. A cloister with 
mationai galleries and a large auditorium 
built on Greek lines to receive twelve thou- 
sand peopie were planned. Conceived on a 
colossal scaie the Monument is designed for 
the Acropolis of some Athens, all to be sur- 
rounded with evergreen pines and cy- 
presses. classic symbols of mourning The 
Temple has a frontage of half a mule, a 
dome of a hundred meters. that is, a third 
larger than St. Peters dome. 
place for a great pipe-organ in the crypt, 
and instruments of percussion in the colon- 
nades supporting the dome, and on the out-

studying direct from the classic monu- 
ments that make of all Italy a museum. A 
life not of toil but animated by the spirit 
of joy in those days when the art student 
lived on two lire a day, annointed by the 
joy of gladness. ‘Today the cost of a tube 
of paint is a struggle that often strangles 
joy for the student,” states Signor Scior- 
tino, his mind doubtless impressed by the 
lives of same of the youth about him. 
Mr. Sciortino’s training as an architect 
as well as of engineering has developed him 
in the technical handling, revealed in the 
style and breadth of his work and of his 
own mind uplifted, fanned by the fires of 
old Rome. Hundreds of sculptors may ar- 
rive at the perfect technicality of the 
figure, cf a fold of drapery, of the form 
of an arm, an imitation of the flesh, but 
to thrill the life-blood coursing through 
the veins of his medium, cold marble or 
bronze, expressing the poetry of his own 


soul in the poem of his subject is what 


places a sculptor of this type in the field 
of high art. Mr. Sciortino’s figures of 
celebrities in which he has not only cap- 
tured the individuality, something of the 
real man to go down to posterity, and 
which, master of technique, reveal the ab- 
stract power of the artists to impress what 
is noble and majestic in the consciousness, 
all to the glory and immortality of the sub- 
ject. For example, the statue of Anton 
Tchekoff, contemplating the Sea-ruil, with 
broken wing, the splendid thoughtful face 
of the poet and dramatist cast in bronze, 


gives to the world the man Tchekoff, with 
all the indescribable personality the imag- 
ination may well surround the author of 
“The Seagull” and “The Cherry Orchard.” 
The monument to Tchekoff was ordered by 
the people of the Crimea before the revo- 
lution, and awaits the day to be set in 
bromze on Rostov-su)]-Don. 

For three successive years Signor Scior- 
tino won the contest for the monument to 
Shevchenko, the Russian poet, whose work 
is collected under the title of “Kobzar.” 
The Commission finally reported, “accord- 
ing to our opinion Mr. Sciortino alone has 
known to express the soul, the figure of 
Shevchenko.” 


This was in the year 1914, but Sciortino 
never received the premium of twenty 
thousand pounds as the war in Russia cut 
short all artistic life. 


The impassioned sculptor turns from a 
work of monumental art, as The Temple 
of Empire, to the simplicity and poctry of 
The First Kiss, thhe execution portraying 
the child's spontaneous kiss, the maternal 
passion and ecstatic joy of the mother 
feeling upon her own flesh the pressure of 
the soft lips of this her child. The revish- 
ment of this piece of cold marble depicting 
the most touching ana exquisite moment 
in a woman's life, ranks it as a work of 
high art.

Bernard, the Painter, in His Studio S 


HE name of Boutet de Monvel calls to 

mind quaint illustrations in children’s 

books, scenes of French life through 
which children are walking hand in hand or 
playing with hoop and ball or following a 
neatly uniformed nurse. We in the English- 
speaking world are as familiar with these illus- 
trations as the French readers, but we are 
probably rather vague about the artist. What 
we have seen may have been the work of 
Maurice Boutet de Monvel, the brilliant head 
of the family, who died in 1916, or of his son, 
Bernard. Possibly we have seen 6n a book 
cover the name of Roger Boutet de. Monvel, 
and have wondered whether the great illus- 
trator was also a writer. 

im any case, one guess of ours will be right. 
No one could see the pictures of Maurice Bou- 
tet de Monvel or of his son, Bernard, or could 
read a page of the other son, Roger, the writer, 
without knowing that the artist was an aristo- 
crat, a member of some old family which 
traced itself back to the polite days of the old 
regime. Perhaps you have wondered, as we 
often have, from what background came this 
exquisite art, at once modern and rich with 
tradition. So not long ago we looked in on the 
Boutet de Monvels in their home to-day, in the 
old quarter of Paris. 

In response to our knock a maid let us into 
a quaint, old-fashioned apartment. Through 
several rooms she led us to the library. What 
we noticed at the moment were the drawings 
and medallions on the wall and the small 
French fire, burning wood. The most charm- 
ing of old ladies came forward to meet us. She 
looked like a daguerreotype. Her white hair, 
done in a loose knot covering most of the back 
of her head, was held in place by a large-mesh 
met. She wore a black silk dress, very full in 
the sleeves, with a skirt which reached the 
ground; a white ruching around her neck com- 
pleted the enchantment. When we looked at 
her old-fashioned charm and grace and youth- 
ful enthusiasm, we were transported back to 
eighteenth-century France. 

Madam Boutet de Monvel herself is a large 
part of the explanation of the place which her 
famous husband, and now her distinguished 
sons, have occupied in art. Herself an artist, 
she is an extraordinary personality. the incar- 
nation of that sentiment and grace of life 
which is the peculiar mark of the Boutet de 
Monvel work. To use a worn phrase, she is 
fine like old lace—or w might be better to say 
that she gives out the inspiration of rich 
When 
we talked with her we felt that culture could 
produce nothing more perfect, that in the kind 
of family she would preside over, nothing would 
be more natural than the practic2 of art. 

Her blue eyes twinkled as she bade us wel- 
come and asked us ts sit close to the fire. She

We stood by the 
hearth a moment, wish- 
ing our French were 
fuller and more accurate, for madam talks no 
English. But’ somehow we managed to ex- 
change greetings, thanks to her courtesy, with- 
out too deep an embarrassment. _ 

Roger, the younger son, entered. He fe- 
sembles his mother strongly. The same blue 
eyes, and, despite his gray hair, the same 
youthful complexion. He greeted us in Eng- 
lish. One really should go to France to learn 
from such Frenchmen as Roger Boutet de 
Monvel how to speak our language—with ex- 
quisite precision and with a sense of phrase 
which suggests his own grace of manner, the 
charm we have tried to describe in Madam’'s 
appearance. 

As we sat before the fire talking, it was 
natural to ask about distant members of the 
family. Madam told Roger where to find the 
photographs. of Bernard. the artist brother 
who at the moment was in America painting 
portraits. It was easy to see the affection in 
which Madam and Roger held this absent 
brother. They spoke of his beautiful Argentine 
wife and his daughter, and showed us their 
portraits. Then we looked at reproductions of 
the work Bernard did in Morocco toward the 
end of the war, when the government sent him 
there recover from his wounds. He had 
been injured twice. They told us how he had 
fought fn the Battle of the Marne and how, 
after the war, he had made a brilliant record 
as an aviator. 

While he recuperating in Morocco, 
Marshal Lyautey encouraged him to take up 
his painting again. It was then that he did 
the Moroccan paintings and bas-reliefs which 
he exhibited in 1926 in New York. Roger told 
us that his father, Maurice, had not been in- 
terested in teaching his sons to become paint- 
ers. Yet. when Bernard began to paint he 
instinctively proceeded to use their father's 
method and to express his point of view. 

During luncheon Roger and his mother told 
us something of the family history. We lis- 
tened as we ate, or in the intervals when we 
laid knife and fork, French fashion, on the 
Silver holders at the side of our plates. 

This family has always been adventurous, 
idealistic, lovers of freedom and of beauty. 
The great-grandfather of Roger and Bernard 
was a captain of artillery in the American

When he aftefward took 

up painting as a profession, it was natural, per- 

haps, that his sense of family tradition should 

have urged him to portray affcctiuonately the 

life and character ot his people. He illustrated 

a history of France for schoolbovs and made 

pictures for a life of Joan of .Arc, known and 
loved by thousands. of American children. 

At the beginning of the World War both of 
Maurice's sons enlisted. Roger was severely 
wounded at Ypres, and for months was obliged 
to use crutches; in fact, the doctoys did not 
then expect him ever to walk again. It is the 
family habit to turn to art after a war. It 
was during his convalescence that Roger began 
his important literary career, just as Bernard 
accomplished his work in Morocco. . 

After luncheon we went to the living room, 
between the dining room and the library, where 
madam had first received us. As we drank our 
coffee we noticed that the walls were lined 
with the original drawings and paintings of 
Maurice, whose personality, after fifteen years, 
lives in this room. With great pride madam 
showed us. the various books for which he had 
made his famous designs, and we noticed that 
she was trying to learn which were best known 
in America 

We particularly hked some co.red illustra. 
tions for a book by Anatole France. Madam 
de Monvel wondéred why it had not becn suce 
cessful in the United States, where, she undere 
stood. Anatole.France was appreciated. It oce 
curred to us that the Anatole France we know 
is somewhat foreign in genius to the romantic 
sentiment of Maurice Boutet de Monvel. The 
Anatole France, the author of “Petit Pierre,” 
is better known in France. 

Roger was so unselfish in his admiration of 
his brother and his father that it took us 
some time to learn about his own work, dise 
tinguished in its own fleld. After the coffee 
he offered to show us about the house. It 
ceemed evident that friends and visitors exact 
this privilece 

Of course, Roger explained. since Bernard 
and his family were away, their apartments 
were not in condition to be shown. and for the 
rest of the building. too, he made apologies. 
From almost any of the upper windows we 
could look out on the garden, green even in 


winter, and on neighboring gardc: 5. separated 
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The Elder Boutet de Monvel, Who Died in 1970 


by high walls. We saw the romantic roofs of 
old buildings all about—-veritable chateau ture 
rets and peaks. If we hadn't known we were 
in the heart of Paris we should have guessed 
ourselves in some far-off province, perhaps in 
some other country. After all, the De Monvel 
family are more realistic than their pictures 
or their writings would suggest. To look at 
such views as this habitually would prepare 
one to interpret all scenes with the chivalry 
and the sense of the past for which the Boutet 
de Monvei name stands. 

At the top of the hottse Roger has an aparte 
ment. His library is a wonderful collection of 
books rising trom floor to ceiling. This is his 
workroom He told us that he writes his 
manuscripts by hand. He has inherited the 
sense of craftsmanship and, like his father and 
his brother, he turns naturally to subjects of 
a biographical character—chivalrous and gale 
lant but always with a backeround of social 
customs and of manners. Among his works 
are “Les Anglais & Paris” and “La Vie de Lord 
syron.” He is now at work on a book called 
“La Vie Militaire de Suffren' 

Adjoining the Ilbrary is his bedroom— 
austere, in the usual masculine taste, with an 
old-fashioned French severity added. 

Next to Roger's library was Bernard's studio, 
very spacious. The immense windows exe 
tended to the ceiling, and from them we had 
the best view of the gardens, spread out below 
in tidy patterns marked off sharply by the 
walls. We had only a moment to notice the 
finished and unfinished canvases Bernard had 
lett behind and the scaffolding along one side 
of the studio. where he works on his larver 
designs 

Madain’s uparucemnt is on the floor below, 
where she works exquisite embroideries, Most 
of the furniture in the house is covered with 
tapestries from her hand. On the floor below 
madams is the apartment occupied by Bere 
nard and his family, furnished and decorated 
partly in Old French and partly in modern 
s'vle.

Chicken ala King Theme. If There Must Be Patty Cases, Fill Them With Lobster, 


WEDDiNG obieakliast may be 
A almost any kind of meal you 

choose to make it—a sit-down 
@ stand-up, formal, informal, early or 
late feast, as you like and depending on 
how many guests vou've invited. It may 
vary from a real breakfast consisting 
Crincipally of sausaze and eggs to an 
ornamental kind of function resembling 
a church supper far more than a morn- 
ing meai. 

Whatever the type of breakfast the 
central teature of the table decorations 
is, of course, the wedding cake. Although 
fiowers are also used on the table they 


should be arranged so as not to obscure 
the cake from any point of view. 


At large and rather informal gather- 
ings, the guests are sometimes served at 
small tables, but the more usual and 
practical method when he!p is limited is 
the buffet service, with the table ar- 
Tanged as suzgested in the photographs. 

At the risk ot having some of the 
fruests question the legality of the wed- 
ding ceremony because ot the omission 
of chicken a la king from the breakfast 
menu, we suggest in the accompanving 
menus a little variation of the tra- 
ditional theme If there must be patty 
cases for fear of what the neighbors 
Might say, then fill them with lobster, 
crab flakes or shrimp, but not the too 
Often served minced chicken if you 
want vour breakfast to be a distinctive 
one.

A number of alternatives are offerea 
ii the menus to allow for necessary 
variation according to the hour of the 
morning at which breakfast will be 
scrved. In the comparatively simple 
“sit-down” breakfast, for instance, rhu- 
barb sherbet would be the logical choice 
for dessert if the wedding were an early 
one; but for hungry guests at an eleven 
uclock wedding, the strawberry short- 
cake. (old-fashioned, of course) would 
tot be too heavy 


If the weather is warm, iced drinksa— 
-Offee, fruit juices, chocolate--may be 
served instead of, or in addition to, hot 
coffee. A good iced milk drink is coffee- 
chocolate. Follow your usual recipe for 
making cocoa, using strong coffee in 
place of about one-fourth the liquid 
called for. 


In the me.iu for the formal breakfast 
either the crab souffle or the broiled, 
stuffcd mushrooms may be omitted to 
make the breakfast simpler. If the come 
plete menu is to be followed bake the 
crab souffie in tiny Individual ramekina 
and serve in the saine dishes 

Molded halibut, or some other white fish, 
may be easily made, using ‘emon gelatin 
four the foundation. A_ recipe which 
serves twelve calls for three cups of 
lemon jelly, two cups cooked flaked fish, 
one cup of mayonnaise, one cup of 
chopped cucumber or chopped celery or 
peas. Dip the fish mold in cold water. 
wait until the jelly cools and begins to 
eet, stir in the fish, chopped vegetables 
and one-fourth cup of mayonnaise. Mix 
well together and pour into the mold. 
When serving garnish each slice with 
mayonnaise

He admitted naving knowledge of the 
crime but denied that he had committed it. 
He said that James Beadle, his handy man, 
had fired the shot after LeBoeuf himseif 
had opened fire. 


The sheriff confronted the woman with 
this admission of the doctor’s and soon she, 
too, weakened and admitted knowledze of 
the crime. 

Her story was that her husband hid ask- 
ed her to get Dr. Dreher to m2et them on 
Lake Palourde so as to effect a reconcilia- 
tion. Le Boeuf, she said, was tired of the 
quarrels and wanted to make friends. She 
and Jim had gone on the lake in separ- 
ate poats and presently the doctor and 
Beadle appeared and Dreher called out: 


“Is that you, Jim?” 

Her husband, she said, shouted ‘heck: 
“Didn't I tell you never to speak to me 
or. any member of my family and that if 
you ever did I'd kill you?” Then, accord- 
ing to her, he had added, “And I see you 
have that —— Beadle with you.” 


With that, she said, he fired and Beadle 
answered with the fatal shot. 

In other words, Dr. Dreher and Mrs. Le- 
Boeuf both maintained that LeBocuf had 
been killed in self-defense. And killed by 
Beadle. 

Justice moved swiftly. Within two weeks 
Dreher, the woman and Beadle were 
brought to trial before Judge James Simon 
in the district courthouse at Franklin. The 
three were placed on tria!] together with the 
same defense lawyers, former State Sena- 
tor James R. Parkerson, L. O. Pecot and 
FR. F. Walker, former speaker of the Louisi- 
ana house of representatives. But during 
the third day, while the jury was still be- 
ing selected, Beadle suddenly arose from 
his seat and asked that he be given sep- 
arate counse] to defend him. 

He accused Dr. Dreher of not only firing 
the fatal shot but of cutting open the vic- 
tim’s stomach. He insisted that he had been 
brought along by his employer to serve as 
@ scapegoat in case anything went wrong. 
That is, in case the body were found and 
the doctor involved. 


Dr. Dreher denied a)) this. He had been 
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‘impelled, he said, to bring the body back 
to Morgan City that night and tell the 
whole story of what had happened, but he 
had been unnerved and had yielded to 
Beadle’s insistence that they cut open the 
corpse and sink it. 


Two weeks of this and then shortly be- 
fore midnight on August 6, the jury found 
Mrs. Ada Bonner Le Boeuf and Dr. Thomas 
E. Dreher guilty as charged. 


Mrs. Dreher and her two daughters, 
Polly and Dorothy, sat as petrified. Their 
faces were chalky white. They could utter 
no word, so great was the shock. 

The jury finished its announcement—the 
jury found James Beadle guilty without 
capital punishment. 

The three defendants stood unmoved but 
Beadle’s wife screamed shrilly and threw 
her arms around his neck, while her chil- 
dren burst into lamentations. Spectators 
tried to reach the prisoners. Judge Simon 
rapped angrily for order. Deputy sheriffs 
swept madly through the courtroom. The 
trial was over. 

But Justice's troubles had only just be- 
gun. 

A woman had been found guilty of mur- 
der in the first degree and the sentence for 
the crime was death by hanging. No wom- 
an had ever been executed in Louisiana. 

The defendants lost this fight for a new 
trial by a vote of four to three. The three 
voting to grant them a new trial were the 
senior justices of the supreme court, head- 
ed by Chief Justice Charles O'Neill. 

At last only the state board of pardons 
was left for the defense. 

Many clubwomen of New Orleans inter- 
ested themselves in Ada LeBoeuf’s predica- 
ment. Resolutions were drawn asking that 
her sentence be commuted. The issue went 
before the pardon board. Again the de- 
fense lost by one vote. Jude Simon and 
Attorney General Percy Saint voted against 
commutation, Lieut. Gov. Paul N. Cry voted 
for commutation. 

The date of execution was finally set for 
December 22, but Governor Huey P. Long 
decided that he did not wish the. shadow 
of the gallows to fall across Louisiana in 
its celebration of Christmas, and he ac- 
cordingly granted a reprieve until Janu- 


- ary 5. 


Christmas came and the new year. All 
seemed quite lost for the two pacing their 
cells at Franklin. 

Then a newspaper man, Meigs O. Frost, 
of the New Orleans State staff, visited the 
death cells and inquired about the revolver 
with which LeBoeuf was said to have fired 
the first shot, and which Beadle was said 
to have thrown into the Six Foot canal, 
in Morgan City, after sinking the body. To 
the reporter’s surprise, he was told that 
two boys had found the gun and turned it 
over to the sheriff. 

James LeBoeuf, 22-year-old son of the 
murder victim, identified the revolver as 
having belonged to his fathér, and on top 
of this Deputy Warden Wright Wilson, of 
the Angola prison farm, came forward with 
a statement that Beadle had admitted to 
him and his wife that it was he who had 
fired the fatal shot. 

Armed with this newly discovered evi- 
dence, the defense lawyers asked that the

pardon board reconvene. The New Orleans 
League of Women Voters and the New Or- 
leans Federation of Women’s Clubs threw 
the weight of their influence in favor of a 
new hearing. A committee of New Orleans 
women, representing sixty organizations, 
appeared before the pardon board. 


The result was that the board reversed 
itself and voted to commute th? s2ntences 
of the condemned lovers. 


Now it wa; squarely up to th2 governor. 
He was not bound by the recommendation 
of the pardon board; it merely gave him 
the power to show clemency if he so wished. 

But the days passed and th2 governor 
did not act. 

The defense fired new broadsides. One 
was an effort to gain a n2w trial on the 
grounds that they had not been given fair 
treatment in court. The other was an at- 
tempt to stay execution on the ground that 
the two had become insane. The defense 
had in the meanwhile obtained sworn 
statements from the jury to the effect that, 
at the tim2 they had found the two guilty 
as charged, St. Mary Parish had seethed 
with passion and prejudice and that they 
had been influenced by this sentiment. 

The attorneys tried to have Judge Simon 
appoint a lunacy commission, but he ruled 
that the two prisoners were sane after 
Mrs. LeBoeuf had .been carried into court 
on @ cot. 

An appeal from this ruling brought a hot 
argument in the state supreme court. Jus- 
tice O'Neill favored a new trial, but he was 
outvoted four to one. Nevertheless he sign- 
ed a stay order, nolding that it was within 
the power of any member of the court to 
sign such an order, The others disagreed. 

Here was a situation without precedent 
in the state's history. The entire court 
asked Governor Long to postpone execu- 
tion until the point might b>: settled. é 

The matter was still unsettled on the day 
of the scheduled executions. Before day- 
light Governor Long ordered Sheriff Pecot 
to proceed with the hangings. Later he re- 
scinded the order. Then he to'd him to go 
ahead. And still later, almost at the last 
minute, the governor decided to grant a 
reprieve while the supreme court settled its 
legal differenccs. 

The supreme court threshed the matter 
out and finally Justice O'Neill voted with 
his associates to deny the defcnse’s appli- 
cation for a mandamus that would have 
compelled the trial judge to appoint a 
lunacy commission. February 1 was now 
set as the date for the executions—and this 


. time there were to be no more delays.

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YOUNG dentist—I am sure he 
must be young, earnest, and not 
yet disillusioned who is a mem- 
ber of the oral hygiene committee 
of his county dental society, protests, of- 
ficially and personally, against my positive, 
arbitrary, unequivocal assertion that den- 
tists are not qualified to prescribe diet for 
patients—or anything else, I should now 
add, except purely local remedies for the 
teeth.

rule, seem to have rather vague ideas about 
diet and such things. At the same time 
the young dentist complains: 

“What I am afraid of is this: I might 
advise a patient that her diet is overloaded 
with acid-ash foods; later she reads your 
statement that dentists are not competent 
to advise patients about diet. What chance 
she would follow my directions?” 

Little chance, I hope. I make no bones 
at all of saying right here that as a gen- 
eral rule patients would be ill-advised if 
they followed any Suggestions a dentist 


Eisewhere in his letter the young dentist 
refers again to “acidosis,” and expresses 


Pa 


the belief that the character of the diet 
is of greater importance than anything he 
can do as dentist in the conservation of 
the teeth. There may be a grain of scien- 
tific truth in that, though I should: hate 
to have my diet controlled by a dentist 


who has the “acidosis” bug. That part of 


it is the part worked up by the commer- 
cial interests, not by sound science. By 
that I mean the acidosis phobia is unduly 
exploited by commercial interests; I do 
not mean to imply that there is no such 
state as acidosis, though I am sure we need 
give it no particular consideration in the 
selection or arrangement of the diet for 
ordinary well folk. It is a silly error to 
omit from one’s diet any item merely be- 
cause the item is reputed to leave an “acid 
ash.” It is a moot question whether the 
character of the diet in this respect has 
any considerable influence upon the oc- 
currence of acidosis, as acidosis is recog- 
nized in the course of this and that 
disease. 

Should children brush their teeth? No 
objection to it, so far as I know. Should 
adults brush their teeth? Same answer. 
Esthetically, regular brushing may keep 
the.teeth cleaner or brighter. But it is no 
longer “radical” or atrocious to say that 
toothbrushing has little if anything to do 
with the development and preservation of 
the teeth. Anybody should use the tooth- 
brush if his dentist prescribes it. In my 
opinion the finger is superior for massag- 
ing the gums, but some good dentists con- 
sider a toothbrush superior for this. No- 
body should use any medicant when brush- 
ing the teeth, unless his dentist prescribes 
it. Anybody may use soap or similar 
detergent in the esthetic ablution of the 
teeth. Personally, I feel that nature is 
clean enough. 


In order to insure sound teeth it is 
necessary. to begin proper control of the 
diet at least several months, probably sev- 
eral years, before the child is born. The 
expectant mother’s diet should not be re- 
stricted by any superstition or tradition 
against this and that wholesome food. Her 
diet must include a liberal variety of fresh 
vegetables and fresh fruits. She must re- 
ceive an adequate vitamin ration. To this 
end she should generally take a daily 
spoonful of cod liver oil. 


The infant in arms should have a daily 
ration of cod liver oil, along with the daily 
ration of fresh fruit juice or vegetable 
juice. 

The main essentials in any diet, to aid 
in the development and preservation of 
good teeth are: 

1. Not less than one pint of pure fresh 
raw milk (or cream) daily; or a liberal 
allowance of pure fresh butter; or plenty 
of cheese, any kind. . 

2. A relish, salad or leafy vegetable and 
some kind of fresh fruit every day. 

3. A habit of eating some kind of vege- 
table whole and raw, daily. 


The quaint notion that sugar or candy 
spoils a child’s teeth is no longer seri- 
ously promoted. Of course sugar or candy 
contains very little material that enters 
into the formation of tooth struction, but 
plenty of other wholesome and nufritious 
foods are equally useless, if you go by that 
rule. Real kids should have plenty of 
sugar and candy, at the proper time, that 
is, dessert time. 

Infants and young children who have 
unrestricted opportunity to play hard, to 
get exercise, and to be exposed to sunlight, 
to get tanned, are most likely toe develop 
and keep good teeth.

Perhaps some readers infer, from ques- 
tions and answers that have been printed 
here, that there are certain foods which 
will build good teeth, or foods which fur- 
nish the material for teeth. This is true 
only in a minor degree. I am quite sure 
nothing is to be gained by trying to select 
a diet with a view to getting tooth-building 
material, muscle-building material, blood- 
building material, or anything like that. 
The sensible course is to see to it that the 
diet shall contain the greatest possible ya- 
riety of foods at all times, and that it shall 
not be restricted to any special items and 
especially not too largely composed of stuff 
that has been manufactured, refined, puri-. 
fied, prepared. n 

There is more downright quackery and 
humbug in the field of dietetics today than 
there is in the field of materia medico. To 
hear some of these near-doctors and food 
experts and nutrition charlatans sounding 
off about it, one would suspect the whole 
world has gone to pat and there is no hope 
of saving the world unless we get back 
onto the right combination—just what 
combination is right is the trick of the 
trade. You may learn that secret by tak- 
ing the complete course or something. 

It seems to me that our dentist friends 
are all wet if they really take the “acid- 
osis’’ hokum as seriously as their official 
and private communications indicate. 

“Acidosis,” I believe, is as meaningless 
to a layman or a dentist as “high blood 
pressure” is, and I am sure it would be

better for public health if laymen and. 


dentists would not meddle with things 
they do not understand. Leave “acidosis” 
and “high blood pressure” to the doctor— 
I can tell you he knows little enough about 
both states.

about 11,000 miles to reach the Orient. If 
a line of dirigibles or planes were operating 
across the North Pole this distance would 
be cut about 5,000 miles. 


Diversion of passenger service would be 
even more certain. The business warrior 
is a practical man. He is not going to 
travel from New York to Chicago by way 
to Niagara Falls—unless, perhaps, he is on 
his honeymoon. Likewise. he will not cross 
two oceans and the Isthmus of Panama 
when he can hop to his Par Eastern mar- 
ket in a few hours. 

Military facts are more simply porten- 
tous. In a war between the United States 
and any European or Asiatic power the 
polar air route must come to play a con- 
spicuous part. We can blockade the seas. 
Sea travel is slow and must move to and 
fro over more or tess definite lines. But 
could we in the same way cut a myriad 
possible routes across the Arctic waste. an 
area three times the size of a continent? 
Scarcely. | 

Contrary to rumor, the climate bogey is 
not going to preve any sort of permanent 
impediment to Arctic aviation.

September, though April and May will be 
those freest from fog and low tempera- 
tures at the same time.

One thing is sure: the day is not far dis- 
tant when tourist parties will visit the 
North Pole just as excursionists are now 
run here and there to various points of in- 
terest.

They will be carried Gose to the surface 
of the polar pack. From padded railings 
they will look down upon the cruel ice 
ridges. the treachcrous leads and the deep 
snow over which suffering explorers plod- 
ded long ago.
